LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 


The  library  now  proudly  displays  their  new  lighting 
system.  During  the  year  the  library  has  also  taken  on  a 
new  look  with  new  hand  rails  being  installed,  a  new  sign 
displayed  on  library  lawn  telling  hours  the  library  is 
open  and  also  a  new  magazine  rack  which  makes  the 
magazines  much  more  accessible  to  the  public. 

The  book  committee  consisting  of  Mrs.  Evelyn  John- 
son, Mrs.  Catherine  Crosbie,  Mrs.  Margery  C.  Yeaton  and 
Mr.  Richard  Gayer  has  met  many  times  during  the  year 
with  the  librarian  and  given  suggestions  to  the  selec- 
tion of  books  to  be  purchased.  Many  of  the  book  com- 
mittee and  trustees  have  attended  the  book  selection 
meetings  held  in  Concord  throughout  the  year  and  come 
back  with  better  understanding  and  of  what  is  available 
to  us  for  our  library. 

A  book  sale  of  the  discarded  books  was  held  during 
the  summer  at  the  library  and  the  stand  of  Andrew 
Yeaton.  All  proceeds  realized  have  gone  for  new  books. 
Approximately  200  books  were  sold  during  this  period. 

Various  organizations  in  town  have  continued  to 
furnish  a  display  at  the  library  throughout  the  year. 

There  have  been  many  book  gifts  and  magazines  don- 
ated to  the  library  this  year. 

The  Epsom  Public  Library  joined  the  state  centralized 
purchasing  system  early  in  the  spring  and  at  that  time 
received  a  bonus  of  $125  worth  of  reference  books.  Those 
received  were  Searching  for  Your  Ancestors;  Flags  of 
the  U.  S.  A.;  Twentieth  Century  Authors  and  supplement; 
Historical  non-fiction;  A  Field  Guide  to  the  Stars  and 
Planets;  Magazine  Cumulative  Index  1947-62;  Standard 
Catalog  for  High  Schools;  Webster's  Third  New  Inter- 
national Dictionary  of  the  English  Language;  Five  Cen- 
turies of  American  Costumes  and  The  World  Almanac 
and  Books  of  Facts.  The  library  has  enjoyed  their  asso- 
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elation  and  received  up  to  38%  discount  on  books 
ordered  through  this  state  wide  system. 

Library  Week  was  observed  with  a  meeting  at  the 
Epsom  Central  School  with  the  late  Miss  Shirley  Barker 
as  speaker  for  the  evening.  Corsages  were  presented 
to  Miss  Marjorie  Yeaton  for  her  years  as  librarian,  Mrs. 
Florence  Yeaton  for  recognition  to  her  years  served  as  a 
trustee  and  to  the  late  Miss  Shirley  Barker.  The 
Woman's  Club  served  refreshments  for  this  program. 

The  library  has  extended  its  hours  to  better  meet  the 
public  demand. 

Our  State  representative  Mrs.  Diana  Anderson  has 
given  us  of  her  full  support  and  knowledge  to  start  our 
library  being  one  of  the  finest  in  the  area. 

Our  trustees  funds  have  been  used  for  the  purchase 
of  reference  books  benefitting  our  young  people.  The 
funds  of  the  budget  have  been  used  more  for  adult 
readers  choice. 

Representatives  throughout  the  year  have  attended 
the  State  Friends  meeting,  State  trustees  meetings;  book 
selection  meetings;  and  Mrs.  Evelyn  Johnson  was  elected 
to  serve  on  the  Constitutional  Rights  and  By-Laws  of  the 
Advisory  Council  of  the  Concord  District  and  has  at- 
tended the  various  meetings. 

The  Story  Hours  have  been  held  throughout  the  year 
and  it  is  hoped  one  a  month  will  be  held.  There  have  been 
two  film  programs  held  this  year  and  very  well  attended. 
These  have  been  made  possible  by  the  School  Board  who 
has  permitted  us  the  use  of  the  school,  Mrs.  Fortier  who 
has  operated  the  projector  and  Mrs.  Rose  Borden  who 
has  done  most  of  the  selection  of  the  films. 

With  the  present  reading  public  in  Epsom,  the  library 
appears  to  be  progressing  to  a  much  greater  progress 
in  the  community  and  better  service  to  the  residents.

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REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSION 


The  Park  Commission  wishes  at  this  time  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  improvements  made  at  Webster  Park  during 
the  past  year  and  express  its  appreciation  to  the  many 
volunteers  who  have  made  these  improvements  possible. 

Thanks  is  given  to  the  volunteers  who  donated  labor 
and  equipment  to  clean  up  the  Park  and  continue  the 
tree  trimming  program  started  the  previous  year,  also 
to  the  members  of  the  baseball  team  who  renovated  the 
baseball  diamond  and  to  the  Legion  for  their  work  on  a 
horse  show  ring  at  the  rear  of  the  Legion  Hall. 

Individual  thanks  should  be  given  to  Girl  Scout  Troop 
523  for  donation  of  picnic  tables  and  barrels  and  for 
taking  care  of  their  section  of  the  Park.  We  are  also 
grateful  to  John  French  for  furnishing  water  to  the  park 
without  cost;  to  Walter  Mack  for  the  use  of  a  gas  stove 
in  the  refreshment  stand;  and  to  the  Concord  Shrine 
Club  for  donating  the  folding  chairs  that  were  used  by 
many  at  the  band  concerts. 

It  should  be  noted  that  Park  expenses  have  been  offset 
by  collecting  a  fee  from  out  of  town  organizations,  ex- 
cepting church  groups,  that  used  the  Park  facilities  dur- 
ing the  summer. 

Future  plans  at  the  Park  include  the  continuation  of 
the  cleanup  and  pruning  program;  cleaning  and  spraying 
at  the  beach  area;  cleanout  of  the  pond;  and  the  construc- 
tion of  new  and  more  conveniently  located  rest  rooms.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

For  Year  Ending  December  31,  1965 


The  following  is  submitted  the  annual  Report  of  the 
Epsom  Volunteer  Fire  Department. 

We  have  continued  to  keep  our  fire  loss  very  small 
and  by  working  on  Fire  Safety  and  with  the  cooperation 
of  the  townspeople  we  can  continue  to  do  so- 

There  has  been  much  improvement  in  your  Fire  De- 
partment and  1966  will  see  much  more  improvement. 
But  we  need  your  help  conscientiously  and  financially. 

The  new  Fire  Truck  will  do  much  for  our  improvement 
as  well  as  protection. 

We  want  to  take  this  opporunity  to  compliment  the 
townspeople  for  having  been  thoughtful  and  wise  in 
spending  the  money  to  buy  a  piece  of  equipment  that 
has  proved  to  be  the  best  buy  in  the  State.  Though  it 
may  seem  excessive  now  —  we  aimed  for  1985  and  it 
will  fit  1985;  an  all-round  combination  to  fit  the  town, 
all-round  fire  suppression,  underwriters  requirements 
and  purchase  price. 

For  1966  —  finances  permitting  —  we  hope  to  see  a 
training  program,  including  all  branches,  faster  alerting 
system,  and  new  accessories  that  will  give  protection 
we  need  to  keep  up  with  the  times. 

We  have  in  past  years  asked  you  to  refer  to  past  Town 
Reports;  as  many  may  not  have  them,  we  are  asking  that 
their  contents  be  reprinted. 

From  the  Chief  of  the  Epsom  Fire  Department  —  I 
ask  you  all  to  be  careful.  Most  fires  are  accidental,  most 
accidents  are  carelessness.  Both  are  lack  of  thinking. 
So  let  us  think.  There  are  greasy  rags,  rats'  nests, 
glass,  electricity,  smoking  and  many  ways  fires  can  start. 
While  we  are  watching  the  ninety-ninth,  the  hundredth 
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will  get  us.  But  if  we  think  of  the  ninety-nine,  we  have 
cut  the  chance  of  a  fire  down  to  one  out  of  a  hundred 
against  fire.  We  may  have  fifty  per  cent  luck  and  fifty 
per  cent  right  thinking.  As  luck  is  not  to  be  depended 
on  let  us  make  it  twenty-five  per  cent  luck  and  seventy- 
five  per  cent  right  thinking. 

Gas  burning  vehicles  in  barns  and  sheds.  Gas,  oil, 
and  electrical  heating  elements,  etc.,  heating  units, 
frayed  cords,  etc.,  smoking  —  never  smoke  in  bed  and 
remember  —  a  spark  in  an  easy  chair  or  waste  basket 
can  set  your  home  on  fire  hours  after  you  have  retired  or 
left  it.  Bear  these  things  in  mind  and  have  extinguishers 
of  proper  kinds  in  proper  places  and  keep  them  loaded. 
Know  how  to  call  your  Fire  Department.  A  twenty 
minute  delay  can  burn  a  set  of  buildings. 

In  case  of  fire  or  smoke  call  your  Fire  Department  at 
once  no  matter  how  small  or  what  you  think  it  is. 

Please  keep  these  reports  for  reference.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


Most  of  us  who  live  in  New  Hampshire  and  the  thou- 
sands of  vacationists  that  visit  us  every  year  love  the 
State  for  the  variegated  woodlands  that  encircle  our 
clean  lakes  and  clothe  the  hills  and  mountains.  Most  of  us 
appreciate  these  values,  but  still  there  were  enough  care- 
less people  among  us  to  cause  over  880  grass  and  wood- 
land fires  to  start  in  1965.  True  this  was  a  much  dryer 
than  normal  year  but  this  should  have  meant  the  use  of 
extra  care.  Fortunately  the  fire  fighting  forces  have 
held  the  line  against  such  careless  acts.  It  is  up  to  each 
one  of  us  to  be  ever  mindful  that  a  spark  or  flame  is  a 
potential  fire. 

We  Must  All  Be  Careful: 

1.  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  in  lighting 
matches. 

2.  To  never  discard  lighted  smoking  material  from 
a  car  or  while  walking  through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the 
town  dump.    If  you  must  burn  rubbish  or  brush: 

a.     Always  get  a  permit  to  burn  from  the  warden, 
b-     Start  your  fire  late  in  the  day  after  5:00  p.  m.

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Upon  completion  of  four  of  the  rooms  in  the  new  eight 
room  addition  it  was  possible  to  assign  grades  5,  6,  7  and 
8  to  the  new  facilities.  It  was  also  possible  to  assign  one 
section  of  grade  3  to  one  of  the  unfinished  classrooms 
in  the  new  addition.  These  changes  released  the  audi- 
torium for  the  use  for  which  it  was  intended.  However, 
seriouus  consideration  should  be  given  to  completing 
the  remaining  classrooms  as  soon  as  possible.  Based  on 
current  enrollment,  it  is  evident  that  it  will  be  necessary 
to  occupy  one  of  the  unfinished  classrooms  each  year  for 
the  next  four  years. 

On  January  13,  1966,  your  school  board  and  I  attended 
a  meeting  at  Pembroke  Academy  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
cussing either  the  Area  Concept  type  of  organization  or 
the  Cooperative  School  District  Concept.  Due  to  the 
momentum  that  cooperative  school  districts  have  made 
in  the  last  ten  years,  it  would  seem  that  serious  con- 
sideration be  given  to  long  range  planning  either  through 
contractual  agreement  or  in  joining  into  a  cooperative 
school  district.  This  is  necessary  to  insure  the  educa- 
tion of  your  children  in  secondary  level. 

Mr.  John  Houghton,  Jr.,  was  elected  Assistant  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  in  the  latter  part  of  October  and 
began  his  duties  on  November  1,  1965.  Mr.  Houghton 
brings  with  him  a  wide  experience  in  teaching  and  ad- 
ministration and  will  be  a  great  asset  to  Supervisory 
Union  No.  44.  He  replaced  Bruce  L.  Smith  who  resigned 
to  accept  a  position  in  Biddeford,  Maine. 

Title  I  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education 
Act  of  1965  (PL  89-10)  has  made  available  to  the  nation's 
elementary  and  secondary  schools  an  unprecedented 
opportunity  to  bring  substantial  resources  to  bear  upon 
problems  of  educationally  deprived  children.  In  view 
of  this,  substantial  improvements  can  be  made  in  your 
school. 
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In  conclusion,  we  would  like  to  express  our  apprecia- 
tion for  the  cooperation  given  us  during  the  year  by  the 
Citizens,  School  Board,  Teachers  and  Children  of  Epsom.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 


There  were  several  changes  and  innovations  during 
1965.  The  new  addition  to  the  building  was  completed 
and  occupied  in  March.  By  September,  even  the  addi- 
tional four  classrooms  thus  provided  proved  inadequate 
when  a  record  enrollment  forced  us  into  an  additional 
third  grade.  Grade  3A,  as  it  is  called,  is  presently  in 
temporary  quarters  pending  completion  of  another 
downstairs  classroom. 

A  remedial  reading  program  was  instituted  in  the  fall 
under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Fife  and  Mrs.  Omand,  with 
Mrs.  Philbrick  and  Mrs.  Stimmell  assisting.  Twenty- 
four  students  entered  the  program  and  are  making  ex- 
cellent progress.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  enlarge  and 
improve  this  program  to  benefit  a  greater  number  of 
students. 

Other  innovations  include  the  opening  of  a  science 
laboratory  in  one  of  the  old  classrooms:  a  school  library 
operated  by  and  for  the  students;  and  a  special  activity 
period,  once  a  week,  for  such  diverse  activities  as  Art 
Club,  Glee  Club,  Chess  Club,  etc.  The  school  newspaper, 
published  by  the  seventh  and  eighth  graders,  under  the 
guidance  of  Mrs.  Omand,  is  in  its  tenth  year  of  publica- 
tion. The  hot  lunch  program,  planned  for  November, 
got  a  late  start,  but  is  currently  in  full  swing. 

On  behalf  of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  school,  I  would 
like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  people  of 
Epsom  for  their  interest  in,  and  support  of,  the  educa- 
tion of  their  children.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 
EPSOM 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

During  the  school  year  of  1964-65,  as  part  of  the  school 
health  service,  all  the  pupils  in  the  Epsom  Central  School 
have  had  health  inspections.  These  included  checking 
height,  weight,  vision,  teeth  and  tonsils.  Those  children 
in  grades  I,  III,  V  and  VII  had  their  hearing  tested,  also, 
as  did  all  pupils  with  a  known  hearing  problem  or  a  his- 
tory of  ear  trouble. 

Whenever  defects  were  found,  the  parents  were  in- 
formed either  by  a  home  call  or  a  letter.  Parents  have 
been  very  cooperative  in  having  defects  corrected  as  is 
shown  by  the  following  summary  of  tests,  defects  and 
corrections.

The  Heaf  test  for  tuberculosis  was  administered  by 
the  New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  and  Health  Association 
in  November  1964,  at  which  time  238  students  and  adults 
were  tested.
